Dearly beloved Friends and Srethren; 


. E Salute you in the Living Communion and Fellowſhip of the Goſpel of 
V \/ Chrit;. in which we are made one People, and united into one body, by the 
Divine Opperation of the One holy Spirit, that hath given us a tender Sence 
of each others Aﬀfictions and Conſolation; in which Sence we Pray God preſerveus All to 
the end of our Dayes. 
Dear Fttenvs, The Occaſion of theſe Linesare to remind you of the Tiltrefſed Conditt- 
on of our Friends and Brethren, pertakers of the ſame Grace and Faith with Us, Inhabitants 
o! the Ringdom of Ireland, whoſe Suffering Caſe was ſpoken to at the laſt Yearly Meet- 
ing, as their Circumſtances then were underſtood, and ſomething was ordered to be ſent 
them for their preſent Relief; which accordingly we have taken care in; Andilince the ſaid 
Yearly Meeting we have received | divers ſad Accounts of the great Diſtreſſes, and De- 
p[orrable Condition, many dear Friends are in at their return out of England, &c, Fin- 
ding upon their Eſtates neither Houſe, Cora nor Cow, or any thing for their preſent Re- 
le/; and ſome that dureing .the Warrs retired into Cities and great Towns, from the 
fury of the Armies, were Relieved by other Friends that had ſomething left. Now ſince 
the Warrs are over there, are gone out to Viſit their former Habitations, and finds great 
Waſte and Ruin, fo that till they are put ina way to raiſe ſomething tor their Subſiſtance, 
their Condition ſeems to be more Miſerable now, than in the time of Warr, tho more hope- 
fulin a Year or two to be recovered, if by fome ſpeedy Afiſtance in this Time of their 
great Straights they be but helped, with fome Relief to put them in a way of Improve- 
ment. 

And in tender Conſideration of theſe things, and alfo the Carc referred to this Meeting, 
by the laſt Yearly Meeting, to Manage this Attaire, as we ſhould ſee meet, for the further 
Relief of our ſaid Friends and Brethren there, who were large in their Adminiſtring to us, 
when we were under our great Suffcrings here in England and Wales, (tho not compareable to 
theirs. * And therefore, dear Friends, we deſire your Hearts may be Enlarged in Eowels of 
Brotherly Love (eſpecially thoſe among You, whom the Lord hath mage Stewards of much 
of this World's Goods) Tenderly to Commilſlerate, and Chearfully and Liberally to Contribute 
to their Wants. ] | 

And we hope the Lord will enlarge Your Hearts, eſpecially thoſe of you that are Rich in this 
World, in Brotherly Love readily to contribute, through Your reſpeQive Counties : And it 
is recommended to the Quarterly and Monthly Meetings of Friends in Engl:nd and Wales, 
wit are delired to take Care ctherein, with as much convenient ſpeed as may be, and to re- 
turne the ſaid Collections to Wilton: Bread, Willtam Crouch, William Wacket, 
Joim Stapſoc, Cornelious Baſon and Joſeph Wright,or any of them, and this Meeting 
wo ws Care readily to Remit, or ſend the ſame for the ſervice of our Suffering Friends, as 

aforeſaid. 

So committing You in this. and in all other your good Works and Services for the Truth, 
to the Guidance of that Univerſal Spirit of Chriſt Jeſus our Lord, in whom we have Life, 
an TEen, and Sweet and Heavenly Coninunton. We remain Your Friends and
